EDS Permit Process 


Suspended for Now 
Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS), has asked the 
Michigan Department of Environ- 


mental Quality (DEQ) to tempo- - 


rarily Suspend its consideration of 
the company's application for a 
permit to construct and operate 
a hazardous-waste management 
- facility on Citrin Drive. The request 
was made following the DEQ's 
finding that the EDS permit appli- 
cation was technically deficient. 

"We have asked the State for 
the delay in order to give us a 
reasonable amount of time to pro- 
vide the additional information re- 
quested," said EDS vice-president 
Austin Marshall, who went on to 
explain that, without the suspen- 
sion, EDS would have had only 
four days from the State's official 
notification (given November 3, 
1997) to provide the information. 

"Receiving such technical 
comments is a routine part of this 
permit process,” Marshall contin- 
ued. "For instance, after EDS sub- 
mitted its original application in 
January 1997, the State founditto 
be administratively incomplete in 
February. EDS responded to the 
State's administrative comments 
in August, andour application was 
found to be administratively com- 
plete in September. 

"We are confident of our abil- 
ity to address each of the techni- 
cal comments to the State's satis- 
faction, and look forward to con- 
tinuing through the review pro- 
cess," he concluded. 

The DEQ will reevaluate the 
status of the EDS permit on Feb- 
ruary 6, 1998 — or sooner, at EDS’ 
request.

“Vote-by-Mail” a Step Closer to Reality

Imagine a day when you can sit at 
your dining room table and vote — not 
with an absentee ballot, but with a ballot 
you received in the mail from your local 
clerk, and that you can mail back any- 
time before the election. No more wait- 
ing in long lines at polling places. No 
more kicking yourself because you for- 
got to stop and vote on your way to work 
in the morning, or before your child's 
soccer game after work. | 

Vote-by-mailis close to becoming a 
reality in Michigan. The proposal joins 
Our ‘no excuses" absentee-ballot legis- 
lation as the two most significant elec- 
tion reforms in Michigan in recent 
memory. These innovative proposals 
are aimed at making voting more con- 
venient and accessible to voters. 

The vote-by-mail proposal, currently 
being considered inthe MichiganHouse 
of Representatives, would allow local 
units of government to conduct local 
elections by mail in 1999. Statewide 
elections would be added in 2004. 

Under the proposal, local clerks 
would mail out ballots for an election to 
every registered voter 20 days prior to 
the election. The voter would fill out the 
ballot, then return it in the mail or in 
person to the clerk's office no later than 
the ending time of the election that day. 
A signature onthe return envelope would 
be usedto verify the voter's identity. The 
ballots would be processed by the clerk's 
Staff just like absentee ballots are cur- 
rently counted. Voters would receive a 
new ballotupon request ifthe one mailed 
to them became spoiled, lost, or de- 
stroyed. Safeguards have been built 


into the legislation to guarantee clean 
elections. 

At least 17 other states allow vote- 
by-mail for certain elections. Oregon, 
Nevada, and North Dakota use vote- 
by-mail in larger, partisan elections. In 
January of 1996, in a special election, 
Oregon experienced a 66.3% turnout 
through vote-by-mail. 


Ourproposals are designed to make | 


voting more convenient so that more 
people will participate in the elections 
process. Vote-by-mail also gives voters 
the chance to study candidates and 
issues more closely before voting. 

Vote-by-mail is just one innovation 
thatthe House Local Government Com- 
mittee has approved. Earlier this year, 
the Michigan House approved a bill that 
would provide for "no excuses" absen- 
tee ballots. 

Under current law, Michigan resi- 
dents must offer one of six reasons why 
they require an absentee ballot. They 
include being 60 years of age or older, 
out of town on the day of election, 
physically unable to come to the polling 
place, religious beliefs, appointed an 
elections inspector in another voting 
precinct, or confined to jail awaiting 
arraignment or trial. 

The "no excuses" absentee ballot 
would remove those burdensome man- 
dates for people wishing to vote. Under 
this legislation, anyone could request 
and receive an absentee ballot, regard- 
less of the reason. 

People today lead very busy lives. 
Between career and family obligations, 
the simple act of voting is often forgot- 
ten about or sacrificed because of a 
time crunch. Under both of these propo- 
Sals, people wishing to participate inthe 
democratic process would have greater 
access to voting than ever before. 4

Tangerine Bavarian Tart 
(makes 8 servings) 
22 reduced-fat chocolate graham 
cracker squares 
'/s cup honey 
1 tbsp. melted butter 
'/s Cup Sugar 3 
2 tbsp. all-purpose flour 
1 packet unflavored gelatin 
1'/2 cups tangerine-orange juice or 
orange juice 
1 tbsp. orange-flavored liqueur 
'/2 tsp. vanilla extract 
1'/2 cups thawed frozen light nondairy 
whipped topping 
Orange zest 
Spray 9-inch tart pan or pie plate 
with nonstick cooking spray. In a food 
processor, crush the graham cracker 
squares; pulse in the honey and butter. 
Transfer to the pan, pressing firmly over 
the bottom and up the sides. Refriger- 
ate until chilled, 15 minutes.
